BIG CARRIERS BACK

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (AP)— 
The Navy said today that its large 
earriers are back in operation 
along the east coast of Korea 
after taking on fresh supplies at 
rear bases.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Nov. 7

BUTTE, Mont., Nov. 7 (AP) — 

An airliner carrying 22 persons 
disappeared in swirling snow over 
the Continental Divide southeast 
of Butte today. 

The westbound Northwest Air- 
liner, with 18 passengers, includ- 
ing two children, and four crew 


members aboard, left | Helena 
at 8:53 a.m., headed for Butte. 
The pilot of the Martin 202 radi- 
oed at 9:11 a.m. He was over 
Whitehall about 50 miles south of 
Helena, starting his descent at 
10,500 feet. 

Searching parties were sent to 
an area about 15 miles east of 
Butte after Mrs. Carl Halvorson, 
wife of a Northern Pacific Rail- 
road section foreman, reported 
hearing a low-flying plane and ex- 
plosion. 

Other reports from Lake Delmo 
and Camp Caroline pinpointed the 
explosion just north of Homestake 
Pass, where the Northern Pacific 
Railroad crosses the Continental 
Divide. 

The plane disappeared over 
Pipestone Pass about 10 minutes 
out of Butte. 

The Northwest Airlines office 
at Seattle identified the crew as 
Pilot Lloyd Lampman, 37, co- 
pilot James Huff, 29, and stew- 
ardesses Laurine Nohr, 23, and 
Marnie White, 22, all of Seattle.

He said he was so sure of the 
party’s success. he doesn’t even 
plan to stay up late tonight.

Undecided on Congress Call. 

Before his plane took off at 

1@ a.m, Truman told reporters he 
hasn’t decided yet whether to call 
Congress back into session ahead 
of its scheduled Nov. 27 meeting 
date. 
’. He said he will board the yacht 
Williamsburg for a cruise in Ches- 
apeake bay and the Potomac river 
later today after reaching Wash- 
ington. He will receive early 
returns aboard the yacht. 

“I'm going to get some sleep 
just as I did in 1948, because I 
know it’s going to come out all 
right,” the President tald report- 
ers who watched him vote in the 
Seventh precinct of Blue town- 
ship. 


Truman told a luncheon audi- 
ence yesterday that if he could 
talk individually to each guest he 
thought he could persuade every 
one of them to vote “the straight 
Democratic ticket.” 

That is the way the President 
says he always has voted, and his 
mother, Mrs. Martha E. Truman, 
before him. The President’s 
mother died at 94. One of her 
favorite photographs was one 
taken with her son in 1945. The 
President stopped by the public 
library yesterday for his first 
view of a portrait based on this 
photograph. 

Earlier during a speech at the 
Independence Memorial Building, 
Truman, in a sentimental mood, 
told how he first met his wife. 
Pointing to the red-bricked Pres- 
byterian Church across the street 


from the Memorial Building, Tru- 
man, who is a Baptist, said: 

“You know, I went to Sunday | 
School right across there, the first | 
time in my life, a long, long time 
ago. 

“And in that Sunday school 
class I met a little blue-eved, 
golden-haired _ girl — my first’ 
sweetheart.” 

“Her eyes are still blue, but her 
hair is no longer golden. It’s sil- 
ver—like mine. And she is Still 
my sweetheart.” 

Truman gave reporters a Bible 
lesson when he visited the Public 
Library. The President was 
shown the Gutenberg Bible he 
used in taking oath of office in 
1949. It was open at the 20th 
chapter of Exodus, as it was 
when he was sworn in. 

He told the reporters, “I bet 
many people don’t know what’s 
in the 20th. chapter of Exodus.” 
He turned to a photographer, and 
remarked: “I bet he doesn’t 
know.” 

The photographer blushed and 


mumbled something.

17 KILLED IN ATTACK 
ON MILITARY BASE 
AT GUATAMALA CITY 


GUATEMALA CITY, Nov. 7 
(AP) — Seventeen persons were 
killed as troops beat off an armed 


assault Sunday on a key military 
base near the capital, the govern- 
ment disclosed last night. Seven 
others were wounded. 

Some 60 persons took part in 
the attack, which climaxed ten- 
Sion growing with the approach 
of this week’s presidential elec- 
tions. 
| The government said the as- 
sault was led by Col. Carlos Cas- 
tilld Armas, former commander 
of the base, which is just south 
of Guatemala City. 

A spokesman said the attack, 
which began Sunday afternoon, 
was quelled in Tess than five 
hours, without interruption to the 
normal life.of the capital. 

The government said the inci- 
dent will not cause postponement 
of the elections, set for Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday’ One of the 
main issues is the question of 
Communist influence in the coun- 
try. Opposition groups claim the 
Reds wield too much power under 
President Juan Jose Arevalo. 

The government took steps re- 
cently to curb Communist activ- 


ity.

Coutrakon’s attention was di- 
rected to the Highway Division 
payroll by disclosure that State 
Representative William F. Gibbs 
of Quincy had cashed more than 
$18,000 in pay checks made in 
favor of three employes whom 
investigators have been unable to 
find. 

Gibbs admitted cashing the 
checks over a six-year period and 
said he retained small sums from 
each as “campaign contributions.” 
Gibbs, a Democrat, is seeking re- 
turn to office in today’s elec- 
tion. 


Doubts Men Exist.

1947, for example, just before the 
Chicago municipal election of 
April 1, it jumped from 200 to 
407, with the total monthly 
amount paig rising from $26,421 
to $53,952. After the election 
the number of payrollers dropped 
back to the 200 “regulars.” All 
those added to the payroll for the 
two-month period were Chicago- 
ans.

Marines Had No Stragglers.

Impressions Noted. 

| Is gloom smart politics? Today 
will provide the answer.

_ The first is no more than a 
sort of instinct that most of the 
Republicans in the Middle West 
have misjudged the mood of the 
voters. Certainly there are rea- 
sons for gloom, and certainly 
doom may be in the offing.

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U.S. BUYS BUILDINGS 
LYING JUST EAST 
OF BLAIR HOUSE 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (AP)— 
Three buildings just east of Blair 
House, President Truman’s tem- 
porary home, were purchased by 
the Government yesterday. 


The property is at the north- 
west eorner of Pennsylvania ave- 
nue and Jackson place, diagonally 
across the avenue from the White 
House, which is undergoing reno- 
vation. 

The General Services Admin- 
istration said it bought the three 
connecting buildings and the land 
on which they stand from the Car- 
negie Endowment for Interna- 
tional Peace, at a price of $525,- 
000. The Carnegie Endowment is 
planning a new 12-story home ad- 
joining the United Nations cen- 
ter in New York. 

Although the Government said 
nothing about the President’s se- 
curity, it is known that the Se- 


cret Service has been deeply con- 


cerned about the relative accessi- 
bility of Blair House from the 
street. Those fears were con- 
firmed last week when _ two 
Puerto Ricans made an unsuccess- 
ful effort to shoot their way into 
the house. 

Normally Blair House is the 
guest quarters for distinguished 
official visitors to Washington. 

The Government already owns 
about two-thirds of the land in 
the block, and has congressional 
authorization to buy more of it. 


PARIS FIRES ITS RED MAYORS 


PARIS, Nov. 7 (AP) — Four 
mayors and 28 assistant mayors 
of Paris districts were fired to- 
day as Communists. The Interior 
Ministry said they had been re- 
placed by persons “not active in 
political parties.” 

Paris is divided into 20 dis- 
tricts, each with a mayor and as- 
sistants appointed by the Interior 
Ministry. 


“Fighting First’ Marine 

Marines pioneered use of the 
helicopters.

captured. .The helicopters can 
pick him up. The same thing 
holds for pilots shot down at sea 
or over enemy territory. That’s 
worked a wonderful change in 
morale. 
* “The second advantage is we 
can fly commanders right up to 
the front. They can make their 
decision with the whole battle- 
field beneath them. They are 
fresh; not tired from a long jeep 
ride and a climb to an observa- 
tion post. That’s helped the gen- 
erals run an efficient war.” 

Gen. Craig, agreeing, said, “In 
any area not directly under fire 
even units on the regimental level 
should have helicopters.” 

Present models can stay in the 
air only four hours or so and can 
be shot down easily. Marine and 
otHer services are working on mil- 
itary types to be protected by 
armor plate and capable of car- 
rying up to 10 passengers.

Atom Projects Waits on Election | 


Make-Up of New Congress to Have Vital | 
' Bearing—Debates Over Private vs. Pub- 
lic Operation in Prospect.

Leading industrial concerns have initiated conversations with 
the Atomic Energy Commission about the possibility of their taking 
over atomic manufacture both for the Government and for private 
sale to industry and eventually the consumer. 


Spokesmen for these enter- 
prises declare they can make the 
plutonium, isotopes and all the 
fissionable materials that go into 
bombs cheaper than the Govern- 
ment is doing it. At the same time, 
they say they can utilize radio- 
active wastes and by-products, 
which now are being uselessly 
disposed of, in a variety of peace- 
time activities. 

What has impressed the circles 
in touch with this development 
is the fact that the companies in- 
volved are ready to put their own 
funds into the venture. No Gov- 
ernment subsidy or loans from the 
RFC or any of the tax-supported 
schemes which now seem to ac- 
company most new ventures are 
contemplated. These companies 
are well established and pros- 
perous; the funds they mention— 
$45,000,000 at the start — are 
easily available to them. 

Need for Secrecy. 


The troubled state of the world 
has naturally emphasized atomic 
weapons which are necessarily 
under the tight control of the 
Government. The need for secrecy 
in this field has in turn slowed 
down the transition to peacetime 
atomic development. 

Industrialists eager to get a 
foot in the door of atomic manu- 
facture for peaceful uses report 
they were frankly told that no 
steps would be taken to meet 
their proposals until the election 
was over. Actually, any move of 
such importance would necessi- 
tate bringing both the White 
House and the Joint Committee 
on Atomic Energy of Congress 
into the preliminary discussions. 

It has always been obvious that 
political considerations of im- 
mense magnitude would be in- 
volved when it came time to put 
the atom to work in extended 
peacetime uses. Experienced poli- 
ticians have predicted that the 
battle over public vs. private 
power—TVA, Grand Coulee, Bon- 
neville, etc—would be child's 
play beside it. 

Circumstances dictated that 
atomic energy enter the scene 
under the complete control of the 


Government. The first big bat- 
tle came after the war ended 
with the question of whether the 
military, who ran the wartime 
show, should continue in charge, 
This issue was resolved in favor 
of civilian control by the McMa- 
hon-Douglas act. The liaison with 
the military is close and atomic 
energy commissioners have been 
former members of the armed 
services, but the five-man AEC is 
exclusively civilian. 

The bid by big industry to take 
over all atomic manufacture with 
the Government as one customer, 
the public as another, will initi- 
ate another historic debate. Cer- 
tainly federal regulation will be 
a part of any solution in indus- 
trys’ favor; there will be a school 
of thought that will hold out for 
federal operation as well. It is 
a field in which legislation will 
be required and the make-up of 
the new Congress will have a di- 
rect and vital bearing on the 
shape it takes.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
The futile and desperate attack on 
_ President Truman by two Puerto Rican 
-  Mationalists may have the effect of call- 
_, {ng the attention of the American pub- 
lic to one of the many great wrongs 
that have resulted from our economic 
exploitation of undeveloped areas. 

A few decades ago most Puerto 
Ricans were farmers with small hold- 
ings for whom a beneficent nature fur- 
nished at a minimum output of labor a 
living which, if primitive, was “suffici- 
ent unto the needs of the day.” 

Then came the American sugar repre- 
sentatives who, with a minimum ex- 
penditure of cash and a maximum out- 

-. put of promises of well paid jobs, ob- 

- tained most of the fertile lands of the 
island. The small farms disappeared to 
be replaced by fields of sugar cane. 
The “well-paid” jobs soon gave way to 
machinery and became part time affairs 
at starvation wages. . 

The major portion of the Puerto 

Rican population was soon forced into 
- the unhealthy swamp lands of the 
coastal plains where industry was prac- 
. tically non-existent. A high death rate 
— to keep pace with a prolific birth 
Tate. 

Were the American interests in 
Puerto Rico required to pay the rental 
value of the lands they are using to the 
Puerto Ricans, that island would have 
the wherewithal to develop the coastal 
plains which are capable of producing 
a wealth of raw material. 

Puerto Rican independence may, 
from the standpofnt of hemisphere se- 
curity, be impractical today. However, 
some form of autonomy in other than 
purely military matters is a right to 
which the island is morally entitled. 

Solving the Puerto Rican situation 
will be a much greater contribution to 
international peace than a hundred 
laws to control the minds of Americans.

While this struggle goes on in Korea, and the 
menace spreads in Indochina, Malaya and Tibet, 
the big prize of Western Europe dangles before 
Stalin’s eyes. Winston Churchill, valiant war- 
rior and prescient statesman, on Aug. 26, said: 


My eyes are not fixed on Korea. There 
may soon be Communist attacks on Tibet 
and Persia. But the supreme peril is in 
Europe. We must try to close the hideous 
gap on the European front. 


Clearly it is within the power of Soviet Russia 
to delay or even to prevent the closing of the 
“hideous gap on the European front.” The 
Kremlin, by waging proxy wars through satel- 
lite countries against the democracies, can bleed 
them at some cost to the satellites, with little 
if any at all to Russia. This might be the course 
that Russia would prefer to open war. At no 
cost to him, Stalin could keep the “gap” open. 

What would it take as a bare minimum to 
close the gap? 

On the optimistic side, Robert Bird and Ogden 
Reid, writing a series of defense articles last Au- 
gust for the New York Herald Tribune and the 
Post-Dispatch, said: “Military planners of all the 
free nations are in general agreement that 35 
well-equipped and fully-trained combat divisions, 
with adequate tactical air support, could hold a 
Russian attack in Western Europe until this 
country. could bring into the fight all its forces, 
which presumably would be greatly strengthened 
by that time.” 

On the pessimistic side, there is this state- 
ment by Brig. Gen. Bonner Fellers, who served 
in the Office of Strategic Services and on Gen. 
MacArthur’s staff in World War II: “Russia 
could start some 150 to 200 divisions across 
Europe in a matter of weeks. Within 90 days 
she could probably have 500 divisions available. 
She could have a thousand divisions eventually 
if she needed them.” 

Russia with at least 180 divisions, plus 100 
European satellite divisions and possibly the 400 
Chinese divisions, confronts the United States 
with 12 divisions and approximately 20 that the 
other free nations have available. The free na- 
tions’ urgent need of military manpower is why 
the issue of using Germans as soldiers has be- 
come most pressing.

France, after two wars with Germany in the 
last 40 years, understandably is worried about 
the possible resurgence of German militarism. 
The French need also to give more thought to 
the prospect that at any moment the Russian 
Red Army could sweep over Western Europe if 
the Kremlin gave the order. 

The vast German reservoir of military man- 
power, drawn on with stringent safety precau- 
tions, could do much to close the “gap.” As a 
New York Times summary of the news stated 
the Anjierican position on rearming the Ger- 
mans: “Without Germans, the North -Atlantic 
powers simply lack the manpower to build an 
adequate defense of Western Europe.” 

If German manpower becomes necessary in 
the West, is it not likely that Japanese man- 
power may be necessary in the East? Our chiefs 
of staff are sure that German troops could be 
used safely in an army to defend Western 
Europe. How do they feel about using Japanese 
soldiers if the worse comes to the worst in 
Asia? 

Have the democratic teachings under the 
American occupation progressed enough to pro- 
duce a will among the Japanese to fight on the 
side of the democracies against Communism? 

The tinder-box situation that confronts us in 
Asia today requires the most serious contem- 
plation of these questions by the American 
people. For if the United States, Britain and 
France do not-provide the protective manpower 
it will have to come from elsewhere.

Voting Made Difficult 


Voting for or against a proposal ought to be 
as simple as saying Yes or No, but in Missouri 
there are ‘complications. Voters in the general 
election received ballots with two distinctly 
different ways of marking approval or dis- 
approval. No doubt many were confused. 

The method of voting on Amendment No. 1, 
to permit a simple majority vote on school 
taxes, shows how it should be done. The ballot 
simply contains two squares, marked For and 
Against. A voter could place his “x” in either 
without much chance of misunderstanding. 


But the ballot on judges under the Non- 


_ Partisan Court Plan makes the voter's task 


perplexing, even though the ballot contains 
instructions. For a_ citizen is required to 
“Scratch Yes to vote No, or to Scratch No to 
vote Yes.” This requires a kind of reverse Eng- 
lish in the voter’s use of his pencil. 

For many years most of Missouri’s election 
proposals were put on the ballot in the same 
contradictory way. But in 1949 a law sponsored 
by State Senator Milton Napier of St. Louis 
changed the system. The new law provides for 
a vote For or Against constitutional amend- 
ments and nearly all other statewide questions. 


The method of voting on judges escaped this 
common-sense requirement because it was em- 
bedded in the 1945 State Constitution. The ex- 
cellent Non-Partisan Court Plan was written 
into the Constitution in full, even though it 
retained the old method of scratching one way 
to vote another. 

This “scratch” system should be changed 
even though it will require a _ constitutional 
amendment. The method is involved and diffi- 
cult. It confuses the fundamental exercise of 
the ballot. Missouri needs a clear and uniform 
method of voting on all important issues, and 
one which a citizen can easily understand.

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Senatorial Contrast 

Which United States Senator most invites 
defeat? Which one is most deserving of re- 
election? 

Without attempting to canvass the field to 
the very last man, we should say that Pat 
McCarran of Nevada would probably be the 
best riddance. As a Democrat with high senior- 
ity he is in a positién to do a lot of damage 
to good causes and he does it effectively year 
after year. He has been a foe of decent DP 
legislation, an apologist for Franco and one of 
the worst threats to civil rights in Congress. 
As chairman of the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee, he sits at one of the most important of 
control points. Pat McCarran’s defeat would be 
good for the whole country. 

Many Senators deserve re-election, but Her- 
bert H. Lehman of New York comes mighty 
close to having first claim among the 36 whose 
seats are at stake. For he was the only Senator 
who voted against the McCarran Thought- 
Control Act with the knowledge that in only 
six weeks he would have to face the voters. 
Describing tlie law as “this unfortunate, this 
tragic, this ill-conceived legislation,” the New 
York Senator said: “My conscience will be 
‘easier, though I realize my political prospects 
may be more difficult.” Herbert Lehman’s re- 
election would reward his fine service and en- 
courage his much-needed qualities in others.

Senate election recalls state's pioneer representative in uppet 
chamber; he chose Thomas Hart Benton as his colleague, but soon 
had cause for regret; supported Adams rather than Jackson; op- 
posed slavery and states’ rights; vilification preceded his tragic end.

David Barton was born near Greenville, 
N.C. (now a part of Tennessee), Dec. 14, 
1783. Tradition states that he was admitted 
to the Tennessee bar in 1810, but the more 
reliable authority of his tombstone states 
that in 1809 he came to Missouri. It 
would seem likely that he was admitted 
to the bar before that time. 

In 1813, Barton was elected Attorney 
General of the Territory for a term of 
two years. His pub- 
lic career had begun. 
Despite the duties of 
his new _ position, 
Barton joined the 
Missouri Rangers 
commanded by Gen. 
Henry Dodge, and 
accompanied the 
troops to the Boon’s 
Lick country in Sep- @ 
tember of 1814. WH 

Soon he was elect- 
ed to the Territorial 
House of Represen- 
po age eg wx ~ A 
came the Speaker 
1818. In 1820 he was es att 
elected to the Constitutional Convention 
and became its presiding officer. He has 
long been credited with having profound- 
ly influenced the drafting of the State 
Constitution —indeed it is often called 
“the Barton Constitution.” 


Barton Picks an Enemy 


The first State Legislature, meeting in 
1820, unanimously elected Barton as 
United States Senator. The question of 
his colleague was, however, more difficult 
of solution. Among the candidates was 
Thomas H. Benton, an attorney who was 
under the blight of having had a fight 
with “The Hero of New Orleans,” Andrew 
Jackson. Benton was considered arrogant 
and pushing by some, and had made ene- 
mies by his duel with Charles Lucas in 
1817. Barton, however, was asked to select 
his colleague, and he chose Benton, 

So it was that Barton at the time of 
his greatest personal triumph furthered 
the career of a man who was ultimately 
to aid in his political ruin. Benton, almost 
from the time of his election, aligned him- 
self with Barton’s opposition, astutely 


changing his course with the change in ° 


political winds. 

For 10 years Barton served Missouri 
with distinction in the Senate until a 
combination of circumstances, partly per- 
sonal and partly political, contributed to 
his downfall. 

At the time of Barton’s first election 
to the Senate, there were no parties to 
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larly with drunkenness. David Barton him- 
self answered the charges in December 
1824: “You are all witnesses to the system 
of calumny and proscription of character 
from which it proceeded—and the causes 
which impelled them to their desperate 
course.” 

By this time the personal.and political 
conflicts were closely interwoven. In the 
election of 1824, Barton supported Adams 
for President, and during the course of 
his term came to head the rising faction 
in Missouri working toward Adams’ re- 
election. In the same year Benton sup- 
ported Clay, but when the latter failed to 
obtain sufficient House support for con- 
sideration, Benton gave his support to 
Jackson. 


“Slavery—A Supreme Curse” 


In summing up the fundamental opin- 
ions for which he stood, Barton listed: 


“Slavery is our supreme curse. ... How 
shall we be healed of the malady!” 

“The Union . .. in opposition to sec- 
tional prejudice, local animosities, and 
civil discord.” ' 

“The freedom and purity of elections... 
in opposition to removals from office for 
the exercise of the great elective fran- 
chise, or to... reward ... partisans.” 


“The supremacy of the federal judici 
. - « in opposition consequent upon abso- 
lute sovereignty over any such cases...” 

“The restraining powers of the Senate 
- - » in opposition to arbitrary Executive 
power and servility to Executive will.” 

Barton denounced “the attacks of this

But Barton’s career—despite the bril- 
liance of his last year in the Senate— 
was ended. He refused to permit his 
friends in the Missouri General Assembly 
to propose his name for re-election. 

During the winter, Barton’s powerful 
St. Louis friends succeeded in persuad- 
ing him. to run for Congress. However 


powerful his friends may have been, they 


were unable to elect their candidate. Deter- 
mined to vindicate Barton in some way, 
his friends proposed him as a candidate 
for the Missouri Senate in August of 1834, 
and he was elected by a small majority. 


Death of An Honest Man 


Barton, however, was not well. Accord- 
ing to the Republican, his friends observed 
that he was “unusually abstracted and

OSCAR OF WALDORF 
VES IN RETIREMENT 


World Famous Maitre d’Hotel 
Served First and New 
Waldorf-Astoria. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 7 (AP)— 
Oscar Tschirky, 84 years old, in- 
ternationally famous maitre 
d’hotel known as “Oscar of the 
Waldorf,” died last night at his 
home in New Paltz, N.Y. 

He had retired in 1943 after 
having served the first Waldorf- 
Astoria at Thirty-fourth street 
and Fifth avenue and the new 
one on Park avenue for 50 years. 

Tschirky arrived in New York 
as a Swiss immigrant in 1883. He 
learned his trade first as a bus- 
boy and waiter, then as a caterer 
and service manager. Hundreds 
who never heard his family name 
called him simply “Oscar” in 
making his wants known. 

“Oscar sauce” and “Waldorf 
salad” were but two of many 
dishes he concocted which spread 
beyond the menus of places where 
he worked. However, he never 
was a cook. 

He found his first job as bus- 
boy at the Hoffman House.’ In 
six months he became a waiter 
and soon won preferment among 
its patrons. They asked he be 
assigned to direct their dinner 
parties, or serve their guests. 

Several years later he went to 
Delmonico’s, and was first a wait- 
er and later a caterer and man- 
ager as he continued his search 
for training in all branches of 
dining service. “Oscar” had be- 
come a symbol among restaurant 
patrons of careful service, and 
when the Waldorf opening drew 
near in 1893 its management de- 
cided he would be an asset to the 
new hotel. 

Three governments decorated 
him in the years that followed. 
After a visit of Prince Carol to 
the United States in 1920, Oscar 
received the Order of the Crown 
of Romania. France made him a 
chevalier of the Ordre Merite 
Agricole. Albert I, king of the 
Belgians, on a visit in 1919 award- 
ed him the medal of the Order 
of the Belgian Crown. 

Among notables he served were 
King Edward VIII, then Prince of 
Wales; Presidents Theodore Roose- 
velt, William Howard Taft, and 
Herbert Hoover; the King and 
Queen of Siam, H. G. Wells, Brit- 
ish author; Winston Churchill, En- | 
glish statesman; Ramsay MacDon- 
ald, Prime,Minister of Great Brit- 
ain; the Maharajah of Indore, two 
French Premiers and many princes 
and princesses.

FRED CONWAY WINS 
$25,000 MURAL PRIZE 


St. Louis Artists’ Design, ‘The 
Oklahoma Run,’ Selected 
for Tulsa Bank. 


Fred Conway, teacher of ad- 
vanced painting at Washington 
University, won the $25,C00 top 
award for his design for a mural 
to be painted on a wall of the 
First National Bank & Trust Co. 
of Tulsa, Okla., it was announced 
last night. 

The prize is the largest ever 
won by a St. Louis artist. Con- 
way, most consistent winner of 
national art contests in the St. 
Louis area, received a $1500 
award earlier as one of four fi- 
nalists in the competition. 

Conway’s winning mural, en- 
titled “The Oklahoma Run,” is 
73 by 13 feet in size. Intended to 
show the confusion of the first 
land run which opened up the 
state, the mural design was de- 
scribed by the judges as “emi- 
nently suggestive of Oklahoma, 
alive and zestful.” 

“It conveys the speed and con- 
fusion and the dust and heat and 
clamor of the event that inspired 
it,” the judges added. 

Conway, 50 years old, will take 
a year’s leave of absence from 
the university to execute his de- 
sign. He has promised the bank 
to complete the mural within a 
year. 

Ten artists, including Thomas 
Hart Benton of Kansas City, orig- 
inally were entered in the com- 
petition for the largest mural 
prize of the year. The field was 
cut to four and later narrowed 
to Conway and Anton Refregier 
of Woodstock, N. Y. All four 
finalists received $1500 each. 

Judges were Perry Rathbone, 
director of City Art Museum, St. 
Louis; R. Otis McClintock, presi- 
dent of the bank; Jerry Bywa- 
ters, director of the Dallas (Tex.) 
Museum of Art; Robert Carson of 
Carson & Lundin, New York ar- 
chitectural firm, designers of the 
building, and Victor C. Hurt of 
Tulsa, president of the Southwest- 
ern Art Association.

The tendency of late has been 
to write off the Chinese Com- 
munist denunciations as bluff. On 
the assumption that there would 
be no active intervention, the Ko- 
rean war was considered virtually 
ended. Gen. MacArthur shared 
that view. 

But among those who followed 
most closely the reaction in Peip- 
ing to the Unitéd Nations advance 
in North Korea*+ are. some who 
have continued all along to be 
pessimistic. They felt that the 
Communist leaders in China 
meant what they said when they 
declared weeks ago that they in- 
tended to help the North Koreans. 

And they did not change this 
view even though the optimists 
were proclaiming that the time 
for effective intervention had 
passed. 


Blunt Warning to Peiping. 


Now there is apparently a dis- 
position to give the Peiping re- 
gime a blunt warning. Either the 
Communist Chinese troops are 
called back to behind the Man- 
churian-Kozean border, or Ameri- 
can bombers will destroy the 
great Suiho reservoir. 

Suiho is a kind of Tennessee 
Valley project consisting of a 
whole series of dams and power 
stations. Approximately half the 
power goes to North Korea and 
half to Manchuria. While the 
Russians when they came in in 
1945 took some of the equipment 
away, this is still a vital source 
of energy for Manchuria’s indus- 
trial complex with power lines 
extending as far as Dairen and 
Port Arthur. 

It is quite possible that a threat 
to bomb Suiho will be futile. A: 
revealing incident hitherto untold 
throws some light on what the 
Chinese Communist reaction 
might be. 


China’s interests in North Korea 
would necessitate Chinese inter- 
vention. 

The nature of this intervention 
was not spelled out. But the 
foreign minister said emphatical- 
ly that it would come. 

Pannikar pointed out that inter- 
vention would almost certainly 
bring reprisals which would un- 
doubtedly take the form of bomb- 
ing of Chinese cities and indus- 
tries. He cited the devastation 
wrought by American and British 
bombers in both South and North 
Korea. Chou En-Lai is said to 
have listened carefully and then 
to have replied more or less as 
follows: 

“You may be correct. That ‘may 
happen. But there are times in 
the life of a nation, of a people, 
when a course of action must 
taken regardless of the conse- 
quences that may follow.” 

This was cabled to London and 
Washington. At one point it was 
taken by policy makers in. both 
capitals with great seriousness. 

But as the weeks passed and 
the U.N. armies captured Pyong- 
yang, and then pushed swiftly on 
to the north, this appeared to be 
merely another paper dragon 
such as the Chinese like to pa- 
rade on important holidays. 


Mao’s Military Tactics. 


What the optimists may have 
forgotten is that the brilliant 
strategist, Mao Tse-Tung, has al- 
ways drawn the enemy as far ‘into 
doubtful territory as possible and 
then he has struck. He has been 
interested not in geography but 
in the desctruction of the enemy’s 
armies.

Rickey’s coming to Pittsburgh 
has been in the rumor stage for 
months. The rumors got hotter 
after Rickey sold his Dodger 
stock because Galbreath helped 
engineer the deal, 
Galbreath declared: 
“I told Branch that when his 
contract expired I would like him 
to talk to me about a new job 
before anyone else.” 
Rickey said that in his new con- 
tract there are no provisions for 
buying Pirate stock. 
Nothing Definite on Meyer. 
Rickey, the man who built the 
St. Louis Cardinal farm system, 
and who brought pennant win- 
ners to both the Cards and 
Dodgers, was his old cagey self 
when he got down to discussing 
the immediate future. 
“Will Bill Meyer be back to 
finish the last year of his con- 
tract as manager?” he was asked. 
“I’ve been giving that a thought 
the last few days but I haven't 
made up my mind yet. Ill be 
able to answer that in a month.” 
Rickey added quickly that he 
hasn’t made up his mind about 
possible player trades. 
“And where will the Pirates 
finish next year?” 
Rickey was solemn as he an- 
swered: 
“Your guess is as good as mine. 
With the war situation what it is, 
the race could wind up in a real 
scramble, depending on what the 
clubs lose to the draft in per- 
sonnel.” 
Rickey has been in baseball 
through both world wars. He 
joined the Cardinals in 1917 and 
except for military time out, 
remained until 1943.

Rickey switched to the Dodgers 
in 1943. He built up another 
mammoth farm system and pro- 
duced a club which won pennants. 
He wrote another chapter in base- 
ball history by hiring Jackie Rob- 
inson, the first Negro to play in 
the majors.

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No Extension of the Duck 
Season, Wildlife Service Says 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (AP)—The Fish and Wildlife Service, 


despite an outcry of disappointed duck hunters, has ruled against 


extension of the shooting season. 


Dr. Clarence Cottam, assistant 
director, said today the agency 
has received—and refused—many 
requests from sportsmen in Mis- 
sissippi and céntral states for ex- 
tensions. The requests have been 
particularly numerous and insist- 
pe from Minnesota and Texas, he 
sa 

“The reply in every instance 
has had to be same—no,” Cot- 
tom told a reporter. 

“From a national standpoint, 
we simply can not change the 
seasons after they have been set. 
To do so would only create con- 
fusion and would not be in the 
public interest.” 

Cottam said the Minnesotans 
have asked all of their Repre- 
sentatives and Senators to urge 
the service to extend the duck 
season which is scheduled to end 
there Thursday. 

The basis of their complaints 
is that the weather has been so 
unseasonably warm and calm that 
the birds have not taken to flight 
in any considerable numbers. 

“Minnesota chose the earliest 
shooting season possible this year 
—Oct. 6 through Nov. 9—and has 
co unsuccessful results,” Cottam 
said. 
“But these things can not be 
predicted or adjusted. Advance 
selection of a hunting season is 
bound to result in an undersupply 
of game in some areas.”’, 

Texans, he said, have become 
alarmed at a fatal illness among 
geese in the east central part of 
their state. They have urged 
that the season on geese be closed 
and that in compensation the 
season on ducks, Nov. 3 through 
Dec. 17, be extended. 

Cottam, who has just returned

But even if they 
don’t, he said, “they ought to 
close out the regular season and 
then forget about football for a 
while.” 

“A bowl game is all right once 
in a while,” he said. “I didn’t 
oppose our playing in the Sugar 
Bowl two years ago. Last year I 
wasn’t in favor of going back to 
the Sugar Bowl, but I didn’t say 
anything about it. Now, how- 


ever, I feel that we will have bet- 


ter football in the future if we 
stay out of the bowls.” 

Cross said he fears the team 
will “get stale and go sour on 
football by working on it five 
months out of the year.”

Now, that it’s all over, it’s hard to 
see what Jimmy was so worried about. He was 
sensational, a word which, I believe, has never 
been used in this column before.

AS USUAL, it’s difficult to put an exact finger 
on the reason Jimmy is such a matchless enter- 
tainer. It’s even pretty hard to describe In any 
sort of rational prose what he does on a stage. 
When he arrived in New York Oct. 18, he was 
asked what he planned to do on his first television 
show. “All I can say is, when I get out on da 
stage, I’ll do what I always done. Give ‘em all I 
got.” That sums up his first show succinctly.

Just what all that rewriting was about is mysti-. 


fying. Durante was performing substantially the 
same show he did at the Copacabana last year, sub- 
stantially the same show he’s been giving the last 
10 or 20 years in nightclubs. ' q 

“Ya gotta start off each day with a song, he 
sings, if that’s the word for it, as the curtain 
opens. “Stop da music! Stop da music! Which 
one of dose cameras is showin’ da pictchah in 
Schenectady. I once knew a goil in Schenectady.” 
And then he’s off again. “Ya gotta start off each 
day with a song.” 

The telephone interrupts the song. “What's dat?” 
cries the Schnozzle into the phone. “I’m not 
comin’ in cleah up deah. How's dis?” He moves 
three feet to the right. “No good, eh? How’s this?” 


Moves to the front of the stage. “Still, no good? . 


What’s dat? Why, da bum ain’t even got a tele- 
vision set.” And he pitches the telephone over 
his shoulder to Eddie Jackson, who has made 
more spectacular catches of curious objects thrown 
by Durante than Joe DiMaggio.

“YA GOTTA START OFF each day wit’ a song.”

Dere 
comes a time in a man’s life when he wants to 
take a bubble bath by himself.”

DURANTE ALSO PLAYED the piano for young 
Donald O’Connor, who is a pretty good foil for 
him; stormed his way through a shipboard sketch 
and bawled out the trumpet player. “Dat trumpet 
player is only usin’ one lip.” At the end of the 
hour, which passed with unbelievable rapidity, 
he played some more of the old numbers—“Jimmy, 
the Well Dressed Man,” “I’m the Guy Who Found 
the Lost Chord”—and wound up playing the piano 
for his old friend and partner, Eddie Jackson. 

I have no idea why any of this is such wonder- 
ful entertainment, except that it is. Also, I don’t 
know what Durante will do next month, since he 
ran through most of his repertoire this month. 
But then, he’s been doing it all for decades and, 
as far as I’m concerned, he can just keep on 
doing it. 

I think—choosing my words as carefully as 
possible here and after due consultation with our 
Restraint Department—that it was the best show 
I ever saw on television.

Shaw felt the London stage was 
cluttered up with the trivialities 
of the Victorian and Edwardian 
eiegioee. te ae and in their place 
he resolved to bring a series of 
challenging plays which would 
contain messages and which would 
make the world think. 

With those plays, eventually, 
were to come the famous Shavian 
prefaces, written in biting, vigor- 
ous prose in which Shaw was to 
debate most of the social and eco- 
nomic problems of the day, bait 
the pompous, ridicule the obvious 
and debunk authority. 

Almost secretly, he was pegging 
away at his first play, started and 
abandoned several times, but fi- 
nally finished in 1892, when he 
was 36, under the name of “Wid- 
owers’ Houses.” 

In that same year he began 
his famous correspondence with 
actress Ellen Terry, with whom 
he was to exchange some 250 let- 
ters. 

A year later, he began to hit 
his stride as a budding play- 
wright. He wrote “The Philander- 
er” and “Mrs. Warren’s Profes- 
sion,” followed in 1894 by two 
other plays, “Arms and the Man” 
and “Candida.” 

“Arms and the Man” was pro- 
duced in London and New York 
in 1894, in Shaw’s thirty-eighth 
year. The London production pro- 
vided a typical example of Shaw’s 
already quick wit, made almost 
razor-edged from his experiences 
as a street corner orator. 


As Shaw came onto the stage - 


in response to shouts for the au- 
thor, there was a lone boo from 
the gallery. 

Shaw instantly looked up toward 
the gallery and said: 

“I quite agree with you. But 
what can Wwe two do against a 
whole houseful of the opposite 
opinion?” 

“Candida,” for long held to be

T was perhaps fortunate for 

Shaw that around this time he 

met a rich, Socialist-minded Irish 
woman named Charlotte Payne- 
Townsend, who began to take him 
in hand and make him take a lit- 
tle more care of himself. 

Shaw still was living with his 
mother, in conditions of unhy- 
gienic muddle, was neglecting a 
foot complaint, and paying scant 
attention to his general health. 
His foot got worse and eventually 
had to be operated upon, and 
Shaw in fact went on crutches to 
his wedding in London two years 
later, in 1898, when he was 42. 

That was the year in which he 
worked incessantly on “Caesar 
and Cleopatra,” which ranks: as 
one of his finest plays, and in 
which he resigned from the “Sat- 
urday Review” to devote his en- 
tire time to being a dramatist. 

“T am through with dramatic 
criticism,” he said. “The subject 
is exhausted, and so am I.” 

In his later years, when he was 
discussing the art of criticism, he 
made his point of view crystal 
clear when he said: 

“Never in my life did I pen an 
impartial criticism, and I hope I 
never will. A criticism without 
personal feeling is not worth 
reading.”

According to 
Shaw, Irving always played “safe” 
and would not take a chance with 
new playwrights and new ideas. 

Irving was a great actor in the 
Shakespearean tradition and a 
firm admirer of Shakespeare. He 
refused to follow Shaw’s early 
idolatry of Ibsen, or to see in 
Shaw anything but an upstart who 
continually pestered him to put 
on Ibsen plays and to let Ellen 
Terry, Irving’s famous leading 
lady, appear in a Shaw play. 

Shaw’s supposed anti-Shake- 
speare bug stemmed from that 
period. In tilting at Irving, Shaw 
also criticized Shakespeare simply 
because Irving was pro-Shake- 
speare. Shaw never managed to 
live down charges that he thought 
himself better than Shakespeare, 
which in fact he occasionally did. 

The Shaw-Irving feud was a 
lifelong one and was not ended 
with Irving’s death. 

Shaw, as a leading British 
dramatist, was sent a card of 
admission to Westminster Abbey, 
where Irving was to be interred. 

He replied, curtly: “I return 
the ticket for the Irving funeral. 
Irving would turn in his coffin 
if I came, just as Shakespeare 
will turn in his when _ Irving 
comes.” 

Shaw celebrated the beginning 
of the twentieth century by mov- 
ing to his wealthy wife’s duplex 
apartment in London at 10 
Adelphi Terrace, overlooking the 
Thames river. There they were 
to live for nearly 30 years and 
it was to become a mecca for 
the intelligentsia. 

A quietly osoevestad if shy 
woman, Mrs. Shaw at first moth- 
ered her husband: to distraction 
but she did reform him in that 
he ate regularly, dressed a little 
more carefully, and began to 
write according to a schedule in- 
stead of “neurotically.” 

The years between 1900 and 
the first World War continued to 
witness what Shaw termed “gravi- 
tation to the top.” Plays came 
from his pen with almost meas- 
ured regularity, some very good, 
some pot-boilers. 

His articles and essays on So- 
cialism, Fabianism, the arts, and 
on more everyday, mundane 
topics were very widely read. 

He was in fact a British’ pub- 
lic figure beginning to assume 
the stature of a world notability, 
sought after as a playwright, 
speaker, author, and wit. He 
revelled in: his notoriety. 

The years of the first World 


War were difficult ones for Shaw. | 


Some of the things he said and 
wrote at that time gained him a 
reputation for being pro-German. 
He went through a period when 
his name was reviled and the 
Liberal leader Herbert Asquith 
said, “Shaw ought to be shot.” 

It was typical Shaw, with the 
dramatist vigorously refusing to 
agree with the majority view 
about the merits of the war, and 
getting himself disliked to the 
point of hatred by the British 
people. 

All differences were composed, 
however, and Shaw later wrote 
some very obvious pro-Allied 
propaganda plays and articles, 
and toured the front line as the 


guest of the British commander 


in chief. 
It was in the early 1920s that 
Shaw achieved the real pinnacle

girls. 

“In everything they do,” em- 
phasizes Mrs. W. M. Mantle, pro- 
gram director of the Girl Scouts 
of Greater St. Louis, “the import- 
ant thing isn’t what they’re doing 
so much as what is happening to 
the girls. If they’re learning 
democracy,. learning to be re- 
sourceful, happy citizens, then 
they’re following a good troop 
program. We feel that Girl Scout- 
ing, in all its phases, is really a 
way of life.” 

Mrs. Mantle, who is the mother 
of an intermediate and a senivr 
Scout, is in charge of program 
planning but stresses ‘that Girl 
Scout programs are individually 
worked out by leaders who know 
their own girls and their interests 
and needs. 

“For instance, in some neighbor- 
hoods, a party may not mean a 
hoot,” says Mrs. Mantle, “while in 
others, it’s a great treat. You 
have to start from the interests 
of the girls and go on from there.” 

Scouting programs vary, too, 
with the age levels of the girls. 
Whether the troop is a Brownie 
troop, ages 7, 8, 9, an Intermedi- 
ate troop, ages 10, 11, 12, 13, or 
seniors, 14-17, makes a difference.

door activities and short-term re- 
sponsibilities are best. 

The preadolescent may be “‘ac- 
tive and noisy, adventurous, 
idealistic,” may “tire eusily and 
attract attention conspicuously, 
want incompatible objects at the 
same time” and go _ through 
“periods of sampling activities.” 
For them representative govern- 
ment, team games, community 
service, troop dramatics are sug- 
gested. 

For the adolescent with her “‘in- 
terest in boys, less dependence on 
home, concern over personal ap- 
pearance and adequacy, need for 
working relation with older peo- 
ple, glamour and excitement,” 
such things as trip camping, 
parties and social events, and 
skills leading to social adequacy 
enter into the program.

OME of the activities are as 
§ old as the 38-year-old Girl 

Scouts themselves. Girls still 
work for badges in 11 fields of ac- 
tivity: agriculture, arts and crafts, 
community life; health and safe- 
ty, homemaking, international 
friendship, literature and dra- 
maties, music and dancing, nature, 
out of doors, sports and games. 

In the St. Louis area, outings 
at.Cedar Ledge, out-of-door cook- 
ing and hammock sleeping are 
perennial joys. 

In: St. Louis, too, Girl Scouts 
still dress dolls at this time of 
the yéar for the Christmas Gift 
Festival, their big service project 
for community agencies, just as 
they did 25 years ago when Girl 
Scouts wore khaki instead of the 
bright forest green uniforms. The 
only change is that where once a 
department store auditorium suf- 
ficed, now the Scout-made gifts 
fill Kiel Auditorium. 

Girl Scouts still believe that, 
“Service to others is the rent we 
pay for the space we occupy on 
this earth.” 

On the other hand, wars and 
the one world views of their 
elders have had a profound ef- 
fect on Girl Scout work, too. At 
the end of World War II, Girl 
Scouts packed friendship bags for 
children overseas; these included 
soap, towels, necessities of every- 
day life. 

Their next big project involved 
the complete outfitting of cloth- 
ing for a child in their own age 
group overseas. In the corre- 
spondence that ensued, many a 
troop “adopted” a child and sent

When West opened the ace of 
clubs, declarer assumed, soundly, 
that East must have both the 
spade and the: diamond ‘king for 
his vulnerable overcall. 

West could have shifted to a 
diamond with telling effect, but 
when East played the club deuce 
on the ace, West actually switched 
to spades—and now South had a 
chance. He put up the spade ace, 
cashed the ace and king of 
trumps, and then, leaving the 
trump 10 at large, threw East in 
with a club. 

South’s plan would have suc- 
ceeded admirably if East had 
been an average player; but East 
was an expert, and he coped with 
this dilemma by returning an- 
other high club. South could dis- 
card a diamond on this trick 
while he ruffed in dummy, but 
when he then led a spade to 
knock out East’s king, East re- 
turned still another club — and 
now South could not protect him- 
self against West’s blank 10 of 
trumps. So South had to go down 
one, losing one triump trick, one 
spade and two clubs. 

After his good beginning, South 
could thhave won out by maneu- 
vering a little differently at the 
crucial point. After putting up 
the spade ace and drawing ex- 
actly two rounds of trumps, South 
should have led his spade seven, 
instead of the club, to throw East 
on lead! Now East couldn’t es- 
cape! A diamond return would 
suit South perfectly; and if East 
(as he actually did) returned a 
club after cashing his club king, 
South would discard a diamond 
while he ruffed in dummy, and 
then could enter his own hand 
via the spade 10 to draw West’s 
last trump. South’s other dia- 
mond loser would go on dummy’s 
fourth spade. ~- |
